Special Cable te the Post-Diapaten. , 
MALGLOS, March 31.—From the roof ot 


the capitol of the Filipino Republic 
American flag is floating to-day. 

The city was captured this morning with 
the loss of one man killed and fifteen 
wounded. 

Malolos proved to be an easy mark. The 
insurgents offered less resistance than at 
any point where a stand has been made 
along the thirty miles of railway between 
here and Manila. 

Aguinaldo’s army is again in full retreat. 
Possibly it may stop at Calumpit, six or 
seven miles north, but it is most likely 
that as a military force it has been shat- 
tered and its leader may not be able to 
again rally enough men to give battle to the 
victorious Americans. 

Col. Funston of the Twentieth Kansas 
Regiment was the first American in the 
city, closely followed by his men and the 
First Montana. They found a Filipino flag 
floating over the burning Presidencia, and 
at once hauled it down and raised old 
glory. 

ghe rebel position was fairly well in- 
trenched and with capable defenders it 
would have cost many American lives to 
take it. 

But the little Filipino soldier is no match 
for the big, dashing American volunteer. 
Flushed with success that has marked every 
step of its progress, three times its num- 
ber of native warriors could not now block 
the march of MacArthur’s little army.

From the reports gathered by the Ameri- 
can officers from prisoners and others, ‘t 
is believed that the rebel army is constantly 
losing strength on account of desertions, 
and that although the enemy may make one 
or two more stands, the forces of Aguim- 
aldo will quickly disintegrate. 


YESTERDAY’S FIGHTING. 

Yesterday's fighting was sharp while “n 
lasted, but the enemy soon gave way. 

The first Nebraska, First South Dek 
and Tenth Pennsylvania regiments 
coungered them intrenched on the border of © 
the Woods, and the Americans, advancing 
across the open, s'-ffered a terrific fire for 
half an hour. Four men of the Nebraska 
regiment were killed and thirty wounded.

The Americans finally drove the Filipinas 
back. Although there were three lines of 
strong intrenchments along the track, the 
enemy made scarcely any defense there, 
Gen. MacArthur and hie staff were walk- 
ing on the track abreast of the line, with 
everything quiet, when suddenly they ree 
ceived a shower of bullets from sharp- 
shooters io trees and on housetops, but 
these were epeedily dislodged.

The suit of Mr. Moore recalls a stormy 
episode in the life of his daughter, the 
late Mrs. Kraft. About 21 years ago, when 
Mrs. Kraft was Miss Sallie Moore of 
Helena, Ark., she was engaged to be mar- 
ried to Walter Lucy, a young banker. A 
few nights before the date of the wedding 
she eloped with Joseph Jackson. Her 
father pursued and overtook them on a 
wharf boat where they were waiting for 
a steamer to take them to Memphis. The 
father and Jackson were both armed and 
both drew their weapons. The girl threw 
herself between them and prevented blood- 
shed. Mr. Moore took his daughter home 
and locked her up. MrwJackson consulted 
a lawyer, who drew up a marriage con- 
tract. This was smuggled in to Miss Moore 
under the plate of soup which a neighbor 
sent her. She menes it mnd returned it 
to her lover. He also signed it. Then he 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus to get 
possession of his wife.

The good showing made by Will Dar- 
den’s Leo Planter in the Arkansas Derby 
was good news to St. Loulsans who did 
not witness the race. 

Darden 1s one of the most popular horse 
owners identified with the Fair Grounds 
“regulars” and all hands and the cook were 
glad to hear that a horse of his had di- 
vided a Derby. 


have won the Arkansas Derby wun- 
challenged. As it was, the Derby dog stood 
him in good stead, as his opponent Prince 
McClurg, took the dog for a hurdle and 
jumped clean over him, thereby losing haif 
a length and undivided money by doing so. 

Prince McClurg at the Little Rock meet- 
ing of 1898, next to Bannockburn, then at 
his best, was the apple of Bill McGuigan’s 
eye. The umbrella chieftain thought he 
had a real race horse in the son of ads- 
worth, but he coujd not get his Arkansas 
friends to agree with nim and when Mc- 
Guigan issued his ceeblrated pronuncia- 
mento that the ways of the turf were too 
dark for him and that for the future he 
should tread the narrow path of the aver- 
age Arkansas planter, Prince McClurg came 
under the hammer with the remainder of 
the MeoGuigan stable and was given stall- 
room in Jack McAvoy’ 3 stable. 

Hardy Pardec’s showing in the Arkansas 
Derby was as disappointing as that of Ken- 
tucky Colonel in the Crescent City classic, 
Roth had been “newspapered”’ extensively. 
and both performed 1 ignobly. 


Kit Chinn's imported sire, Oddfellow, by 
Barcaldine, made an excellent ——- in 
the 1899 campaign, The Rush, a 2-year-old 
bay colt by Oddfellow, out of Chantress,.in 
John W. Schorr's stable, winning the first 
race of the legitimate #¢eascn.

A well known St. Louis physician, who is 
the owner of a string of race horses but 
who for obv’‘ous reasons does not want his 
name made public, talking of Bruen’s’ splen- 
did work at Little Rock said: “I have al- 

ways considered Bruen the best man with 
the startling gate in America. In so far as 
the position of starter at the Fair Grounds 
is concerned al] things being equal a local 
man should be given the appointment over 
any outside applicant. This being the case 
Bruen’s application for the position should 
be given the preference over any other. 
He has the confidence and esteem of the 
horsemen, the ability to do his work 
properly ‘and is a thoroughly sober and 
honest man. Myself and a hundred other 
owners have signed a petition asking the 
Fair Association to appoint Bruen starter 
and forthe sake of ourselves and the racine 
game here We are praying that he wil 
secure the appointment.’

LEGISLATIVE INEFFICIENCY. 


Through the inattention and carelessness of members of 
the State House of Representatives the bill for the relief of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court by providing them with ste- 
nographers was defeated. 

The bill was framed and introduced in response to an ap- 
peal from the juc¢es, who have been compelled to write out 
thetr decisions and do other laborious clerical work, greatly 

dig tle business of the court. The jucges are now two 
years behind t their work, and the bill was a necessary 
“ensure of relief to expedite the business of the Supreme 
prevefit.e practical denial of justice through delay. 

OW ectiow was made to the bill on the ground that it dis- 
crinunated Against female stenographers. If the objection 
was valid or if there was any fault in the bill it could have

A police official says the min- 
imum fare is ® cents for one person; for 
two persons, $1.

The Beer Bill’s Passage Ex- 
plains This Condition. 


THE SENATE WILL ADOPT IT. 


BUT THE MEASURE MAY BE 
AMENDED THERE. 


While It Is Called the “Beer Inspec- 
tion Bill’ the Object Is to Raise 
Revenue, and It Is Expected to 
Yield $750,000 Annually. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JPFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 31.—Gen. 
William Ryder, to use a favorite expres- 
sion of his own, is “paramount” to-day. 
He has been that way since about 4 o’clock 
yesterday after.oon when the House, by 
five votes mort than a constitutional ma- 
jority paseed his famous beer-inspection 


bill. Things are looking up with the Gen- 
eral these days and he will probably re- 
main “paramount” until the final roli call 
in the senate, when his bill will either be 
passed or defeated. 

» vote on the bill was 76 to 47. The 

mad been made a Wemocratic parly 
measure by the caucus early in the weex, 
but so m: any Democrats remained out of the 
caucus that it was doubtful up to tne cail- 
ing of the roll whether it couid be passed 
in the House, Republicam votee passed .t, 
although the Repubiican party, for reasens 
of poi.cy, will disclaim responsivility tor it. 
They aie even now trying to say that the 
support given the bul by nine of the:r 
members was a shrewd trick tor the pur- 
pose of passing the bill and placing upon 
the Democratic House the responsibility 
for having assailed so powerfui and ricn 
an interest as the brewer.es. But this siate- 
ment does not hold water when tne vote 
is analyzed. 

The nine Republicans who voted for the 
bill did 60 be¢ause they represent constit- 
vencies which are not friendly to the 
liquor interest. In Whe nine counties there 
is a total of 14 saloo The nine members 
are Booth of Dallas, “Wilson of H.ckory, 
Mitchell of Polk, all counties in which thee 
are no saloons: Musser of Miller and Pal- 
mer of Camden, counties that contain ony 
one saloon each; Young of Caidwell and 
Praisewater of Andrew, representing two 
saloons each; and Greeson of Benton and 
Harrison of Crawford, where there are four 
ealoons each. Prohibition sentiment domi- 
nates all except possibly the last two of 
these counties. 

On the other hand the five Democrats who 
had the courage not to dodge the roil call. 
and who vocred against the bill, had reason 
for doing so in the fact that they represent 
districts in which breweries are located. 
Burleigh and Barrett are from St. Louis, 
the largest beer-producing center in the 
State; Piner is from St. Joseph, where there 
are severa: breweries: Huck of Ste, Gene- 
vieve represents a beer and wine producing 
section, and Hawkins of Marion County 
represents Hannibal, where there are sev- 
eral breweries. A number of Democrats 
dodged, and others would have been glad 
to do so, but Gen, Ryder stood guard at 
the door and succeeded in turning back a 
number who sought to save their bacon 
by being out of the House during the roll 

call. One Democratic member escaped in 
suah a hurry that he left his hat. John 
Smith of St. Louis was captured by Gen. 
Ryder and escorted back to the fivor, where 
just before the result was announced he 
voted aye. 

The short debate on the bill was the 
snappiest and most interesting of the ses- 
sion. Hawthorn of Kansas City, a Re- 
publican, in opposing the bill, said the tax 
would fall on the consumer. He was inter- 
rogated by Hamilton of Daviess, a Demo- 
crat.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.,

to the House bill permitting the consoll- 
dation of corporations had an immediate 
effect. Democrats and Republicans who 
read it werd astonished that such a mil 
should have met with the favor of any 
committee of the House. They were aghast 
at the possibilities for the formation of 
trusts that such a measure, if enacted 
into law, would open up. They agreed that 
the bill should not be allowed to gain any 


further headway and that it should be 
killed at the first opportunity 

A similar bill Is vending in the Senate 
and there too the memcers. are surprised 
that such a9 méasvure could have been re 
garded with sufficient faver to even be 
introduced. 

The House bill was Introduced by @irte 
of Jasper County. Strangely enough the 
Senate dill was,.also introduced by a WAN. 
from Jasper ounty, Senator Thomas, 
Many members have expressed the opinion 
that the bills orixinated in St. Louis and 
were introduced from Jasper County mere 
~ to mislead the public as to their pur- 

ose. 

The House bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Private Corporations. This com- 
mittee is composed of Cole, Chairman, 
bit, Brooks, Brown, Phillips, Amick and 
Mackey. This committee is overwhelmingl 
in sympathy with the corporations. Phil. 
lips up to the time of his coming to Jeffer- 
son City was an employe of a Kansas City 
Street railroad company and Amick is @ 
young attorney of St. Joseph who has done 
a good deal of legal work for cor porations. 
The committee prepared a substitute for 
Carter’scoriginal bill and reported it to the 
House favorably.
